Moline High’s forensic activities cul- 
minated in the presentation of the three 
extemporaneous speaking contests, all 
held on the home platform. The first of 
these was a local elimination contest held 
April 13. The winning speakers and their 
subjects were: Bill Rueckert, “Hitler’s 
Rhineland Move Scares Europe;” Marj- 
orie Baumgarten, “Cubans Governed 
By Dictator;” Myrna Fischer, “I. C. C. 
Orders Lower Rates;” Leo Henrickson, 
“Edward VIII.” 

Third place honors went to Myrna Fisch- 
er; second place was captured by Marj- 
orie Baumgarten, and Bill Rueckert cop- 
ped first place. 

A strong Rock Island team definitely 
swamped the Moline speakers on April 15. 
On April 16, a local contest to select 
the Northwest Conference represen- 
tative, was held by Mr. Lain in the 
speech classroom. In this elimination 
contest, Bill Rueckert earned the position 
of N. W. C. representative. 

Northwest Conference schools journeyed 
to the Maroon auditorium on Friday, 
April 17, and managed to push the host 
school, represented by Bill Rueckert, into 
third place. Mr. Rueckert is ably qual- 
ified for speech work, because it is his 
custom to gain practice by dropping into 
the Book Exchange or some other loaf- 
ers’ habitat and airing his pet views 
about miscellaneous questions of the day. 
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Forensics opened with the selection of 
the girls’ declamation team. Ten girls 
were entered in the local contest, and 
the lucky six were chosen from a wealth 
of eager material. Carol Nelson, June 
Leeper, and Thada Benbrook captured 
the first three places in the order 
named. Marjorie Batchelor, Helen 
Miedke, and Jeannette Blomgren were 
the other three successful contestants. 
Three tragedies: “Pauline Pavlovna,” 
“The Eyes of the Blind,” and “Humor- 
esque,” and three comedies: “Aunt 
Elnora’s Hero,” “Patron’s Day at the 
Village School,” and “Buy a Dog, 
Lady?” caused audiences to experience 
both laughs and sobs. In the Triangu- 
lar clashes with East Moline and Rock 
Island, Moline won the former and lost 
the latter, but in both the Maroon con- 
testants gained individual honors. In 
these contests, June Leeper, a junior, 
captured first honors and was selected 
as representative to the new Northwest 
Conference at Galesburg. On the way 
to Galesburg, June was very calm until 
she was within ten miles of Galesburg. 
Then, as Mr. Lain informs us, she began 
to develop a moderate case of the 
knocking-knees. Facing the audience, 
however, June did very fine work and 
scared herself into third place.

Quality, instead of quantity, turned out 
for tryouts for the oratory team. Com- 
petition, therefore, was keen, and 
judging was very difficult. The success- 
ful contestants were Arthur Conelly, 
Baldwin Day, Bill Rueckert, Richard 
Pettit, John Sandholm, and Russell 
Johnson. Arthur Conelly’s presenta- 
tion of “Ropes” ran away with first 
place while Baldwin Day’s “An Inter- 
national Racketeer” was a good second. 
Science, philosophy, and other well- 
versed subjects figured in the presenta- 
tions of “Ropes,” “An International 
Racketeer,” “Dollars, Doctors, and Dis- 
ease,” “The Vision of a Scientist,” “A 
Way of Life,” and “They That Take 
The Sword.” In the verbal battle with 
East Moline, the Moline speakers were 
victorious while in the Rock Island con- 
test, they were defeated by a moderate 
margin. Arthur Conelly, one of the 
two senior members of the team, by 
virtue of his success both in the local 
and triangular contests was chosen to 
represent Moline at the Northwest Con- 
ference in Rock Island. Here, Arthur 
untangled the ropes and walked away 
with third place. Four members of 
this team are eligible to compete next 
season and a strong one is to be 
expected. 



Miss Barbara Garst, their energetic 
coach, whipped the debate squad into 
shape for the subject, “Socialized 
Medicine”, between her many play re- 
hearsals. A common sight on a busy 
Saturday morning was to see the debate 
team concentrating heavily on their 
stacks of source books in one corner of 
the library while the third act of a cur- 
rent play was laboring under the eagle 
eye of their director in another one. 
The negative team suffered a loss at the 
beginning of the season when the office 
decreed that Lee Mousely, brilliant 
orator of the preceding year, was in- 
eligible because a semester in trade 
school totalled his semesters up to six 
and a half ; but he managed to chairmen 
the home debates and to assist the coach 
with squad training. The affirmative 
team was headed by Frank Sollo, 
another capable speaker of last season. 
Augustana college held a debate tourna- 
ment before the conference contests 
started, which constituted one of the 
best practices of the semester and gave 
much needed experience to a few of the 
squad initiates. The series of four 
Northwest Conference debates were 
rounded off with an even score: defeat- 
ed Monmouth, lost to Galesburg, de- 
feated East Moline, and lost to Rock 
Island.
